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LEGION PLANS ECONOMY DRIVE 

Louisville, Kj.— A reorganization of 
the State Oovernment of Kentucky in 
tlio interest of modern economic ami 
efficient government "In the interest 
of the taxpayers” will lie sought by 
the American Legion It wits decided 
by the Executive Committee of the 
Kentucky Department. 

Plnns for the economic move were 
contained in a report by the Legion 
Public Relations Subcommittee, sub¬ 
mitted to the executive hotly by 
George W. Uiggcrstaff, Hnrrodsburg 
chairman. The report was adopted 
tumultuously and tile committee re¬ 
solved to carry out the recommenda¬ 
tions to tile extent of its ability. 

After outlining what it considers 
weaknesses in tile State financial and 
executive structure, the committee 
suggested seven specific changes, one 
of the main reforms suggested was 
the adoption of n short ballot provid¬ 
ing only for the election of the Gov¬ 
ernor and Lieutenant Governor. 

Under the proposals, the Governor 
would be empowered to appoint heads 
of departments and reorganize boards 
and commissions. Such power would 
call for revision of the State Constitu¬ 
tion. 

Other specific recommendations cnll- 
for more scientific budgeting of Stnte 
expenditures, payment of State re¬ 
ceipts into the general fund, which 
would take care of all Stnte expendi¬ 
tures, more interest in the qualifica¬ 
tions of elective officers and the plac¬ 
ing of appointive officers on a civil 
service basis, and the election of mem - 1 
hers to the General Assembly who 
favor Immediate reorganization of the 
government along business lines. 

The program includes n campaign 
to educate voters of the State to the 
advantages of the managerial and 
commission forms of government for 
counties. 

Evils mentioned in the report In- j 
elude loose organization in the admin¬ 
istrative branch, excessive Stnte debt, 
incompetent budgeting without any 
plan for keeping the debt from in-1 
creasing. It was stated in the report ^ 
that sinUHar conditions existed in 
county governments, with the result 
that 113 of the 120 counties were ^ 
burdened with $85,000,000 bonded In- 
debedness and that at least eighteen 
had defaulted in principal and inter- ] 
cst payments. 

G. Lee McClain, Bnrdstown, chair¬ 
man of the Public Relations Commit¬ 
tee, said aid would lie sought from 
other groups in the Stnte sympathetic 
with the program.

There is no better place to instil 
tlic principles of any subject than lit 
a school. Carpentry is taught in 
schools, Inti more boys will drive auto¬ 
mobiles than will work at a bench. 
Girls will drive more frequently than 
they will cook, lint cooking is taught 
in modern schools. 

The high school automobile club 
provide* safety education. It is no ex¬ 
pense to tlie schools. Nothing is spent 
lull I lie willingly cont ributed time of 
the safety agencies. 

School authorities plnuning for their 
full courses would do well to Investi¬ 
gate tlie motor driving club plan, and 
encourage its establishment. If further 
information is desired, tlie National 
Iturrau of Casualty and Surety Under¬ 
writers.

FARM RELIEF Dll.! 

Washington, I). (\ May—The Ad-1 
mins! nit ion Funn Relief Rill, in' 
which 1 m Incorporated plans for con 
trolled inflation of the currensy, is a 
hold and Intelligent effort to restore* 
the American farmer lo a plane when- 
he can gel for Ids produclH prices thai 
.represent a reasonable profit, said 
Representative (’. R. Carden, of Ken- 
tuclo. a member of tlie Mouse Com¬ 
mittee on Agriculture, which redrafted 
the Idll and sponsored Its enactment. 

“1 believe that within a year the up¬ 
ward trend of market prices on farm 
commodities will revive hope In the 
hearts of millions of despondent farm¬ 
ers, permit them to catch a glimpse 
of a ray of light through the dark 
clouds that have settled over the farm 
homes of America,” the Kentuckian 
continued. In explaining the inflation 
provisions of the bill ho pointed out 
Unit it permits: 

The Federal Reserve Banks to buy 
$3,000,000,000 in outstanding Govern¬ 
ment bonds, agninst which currency 
mnv bo issued. 

The President to issue, if he sees 
fit, another $3,000,000,000 in United 
States notes. 

The President to reduce not more 
than r»0 percent the solid content of 
die dollar. 

The President to fix the ratio of the 
silver dollar and provide for free coin 
age of silver. 

The President to accept $200,000,000 
!n silver from foreign countries ns 
payment on the war debts at the rate 
of up to 30 cents an ounce, against 
which currency may he issued. 

The President may use authority 
couferred on him at his discretion in 
order to restore prosperity. He ma.v 
put into effect any one of the plans, 
or all of them, if in his judgment con¬ 
ditions necessitate, it was explained by 
Representative Carden. 

In discussing the farm relief sec¬ 
tions it was pointed out that Secretary 
f Agriculture Wallace is authorized 
to set a processing tux on wheat, 
cotton, corn, hogs, rice, tobacco, sugar 
cane, sugar beets and dairy products 
in the amount he deems necessary to 
increase income over market levels. 
Tax receipts would either be paid the 
farmer as a direct benefit, or by leas¬ 
ing up land, in exchange for decreas- 
ng his production. 

Marketing agreements among dis¬ 
tributors are permitted so they <*1111 
pay more to the farmer. 

A compensatory tax on competing 
products is provided to offset price 
increases through the processing tax. 

Allowance is made for a $2,000,000,- 
000 Federal Land Rank bond issue, 
with a Government guaranteed inter- 
t of 1 percent, for loans to farmers
